Biography Of Dulles Describes 4th 'Brink'

W ASHINGTON (iP — A biography 
©f Secretary of State Dulles out for 
publication Tuesday says President 
Eisenhower faced “ Uie brink of 
w ar” a fourth time by warning 
Moscow last fall that U.S. forces 
would prevent Russia from sending 
“ volunteers'’ to Egypt. 
The book , written by Time mag­ 
azine’s diplomatic reporter, John 
Robinson (Jack ) Beal, is titled, 
•‘John 
Foster 
Dulles: 
A 
Biog­ 
raphy." 
Based partly on personal inter­ 
views with Dulles, it also says: 
1. The secretary of state’s abrupt 
withdrawal of a U.S. offer to help 
Egypt build the high Aswan Dam 
last July 19 was a calculated “ m a­ 
jor gambit in the cold w ar." 
A-Bombs Or Peace 
2. Eisenhower decided, coming 
back from his 19 52 Korea trip 
aboard the cruiser Helena, to press 
for a truce in Korea—"but if that 
failed, to fight the war to win," 
and to do it with tactical atomic 
weapons. 
3. Eisenhower sent a hitherto se­ 
cret personal letter to President 
Chiang Kai-shek in early 19 55 “sat­ 
isfying him that the United States 
would help defend Quemoy and 
M atsu,” i s l a n d approaches to 
Chiang’s Form osa retreat. 
4. Eisenhower, Dulles and Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford, chief of staff, 
decided at a White House meeting 
April 4, 19 54, to intervene in Indo- 
China — but only "under certain 
conditions . . . (which) were not 
m et” by Am erica’s allies. 
The 322-page Dulles biography, 
according to a dust jack et state­ 


ment by publishers Harper & Bros.,

far less able to judge than he 
(Dulles.)”

destined for Nebraska, there is also a prov ision 
which would nullify the long standing preference 
principle g rant’s first claim to public agencies, 
go\"emment subdiv isions and communities in the 
region where electric power is generated. 


The present bill prov ides that the Secretary 
of 
Interior 
shall 
first 
allocate 
hy droelectric 
power to users in the state where the dam 
is constructed. It is obv ious from that that a 
state 
serv ed 
by 
public 
power 
would 
hav e 
sm all chance for serv ice from a public dam 
located in a state serv ed by priv ate power. 


While the bill contains inducements in the 
form of some improv ements in Nebraska below 
the lev el of hy dro-electric generation it greatly 
clouds the state’s hopes for its proper share of 
already ex isting Missouri Basin Power. 


It is to the best serv ice of the state and to 
the credit of the Nebraska senators that they 
do n(^ propose to sell Nebraska’s birthright 
for a m ess of pottage. They deserv e the stout 
and unanimous support of ev ery Nebraskan.

Twice now in a week President Eisenhower 
has found himself in conflict with newsmen. 
Apparently the hont*y moon is ov er. There may 
be those who no longer feel deeply that Ike can 
do no wrong but—within that circle can be 
included a growing number of Washington news­ 
papermen. They are not only disappointed in the 
President’s bursts of temper but they also seem 
lo hav e decided upon a different course of action 
in meeting with the President at hi.s press 
conferences.

The first to run afoul of President Eisenhower’s 
tem per was a representativ e of the Chicago 
Daily N ews, “ Bill” McGaffin, who, when he 
is not stationed tightly to his desk and run in 
Washington trav els a lot here in the United 
States and ev en more trav els ex tensiv ely abroad. 
Mr. McGaffin is the most mild-mannered journal­ 
ist. How any one could take offense at him—is 
bey ond our understanding. He 
was born in Nebraska in But­ 
ler county , came to Lincoln to 
_ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ 
attend the Univ ersity of Ne- 
braska, and for som e time was 
employ e of The Lincoln Star on its new$ 
staff. If at that time he had any weaknesses 
it was a lack of ag g ressiv eness, v igor and force. 
He may hav e changed since he was a staff m em ­ 
ber of The Lincoln Star. The question McGaffin

It got a kick 
in the pants for its troubles.

That was only a lorcrunner, howev er, of the 
dev tlopm ent which attracted so much attention 
later in the week. The President had planned 
lo spend the weekend at his country home at 
GeUy sburg. The squadron of newspapermen were 
left behind on more than one occasion, forced 
to driv e at a speed of more than 7 5 miles an 
hour in order to catch up with the Chief Ex ecu­ 
tiv e's car, and as a result met with warning 
from the .Mary land troopers that they were 
breaking traffic regulations. 


★ 
On the basis of conflicting news reports it 
would appear that although Ike was trav eling 
at speeds up to 7 0 miles per hour, and police 
officers told newsmen to stick to the 55 mile 
per hour speed limit, it was the position of 
a Mary land superintendent of police that the 
President had done nothing wrong.' We doubt 
that 
the 
great 
majority 
of 
Americans will agree with that 
position. It .smacks too much 
of the ancient rule the King 
can do no wrong. Nothing that 
Ike has done since he took ov er the pre.sidency 
has attracted more attention, strangely , than 
this motor trip from the national capital to his 
Getty sburg home. It may be J im Hagerty ’s idea 
that a President may trav el in ex cess of the 
» peed lim its fix ed for others but the av erage 
American citizen has come to accept the con­ 
clusion that a speed law is a speed law and it 
applies to all.

people which may justify criticism but their 
failure to flock to Hungary ’s banner or to fight 
side by side with the Hungarian for freedom does 
not necessarily prov e that American y outh has 
lost its imagination, courag e, ideals or any thing 
else. 


And Mr. Shapiro, we are inclined to think, 
might be hard put to establish the premise

For that we could be deeply grateful. We 
look 
across 
the seas 
to gaze 
upon

willing and glad to ex chang e the basic freedoms 
of the indiv idual for a chunk of bread. We 
hav e seen gov ernment after gov ernment topple 
and 
fall 
without 
the 
will 
or 
the 
spirit 
to 
pick up the flickering light and hold it aloft. It 
is so easy for some of our people to take a 
seat on the sidelines and see us in all of our 
weaknesses. We lack imagination and we are, 
Shapiro say s, dev oid of intellectual idealism. 
The student is sitting on his hands waiting for 
the nex t war, and “ becoming absorbed in the 
trend of m aterialism .” 


They were say ing that 50 y ears ago. They were 
say ing it ev en v ehemently a hundred y ears 
ago. One gets credit for brains by picking 
the bones of the old and the y oung of any 
giv en generation. But the fact is we are making 
progress. If Mr. Sharipo finds the Midwest so 
completely lacking in stimulation, so depressing, 
so dev oid of intellectual idealism then he has 
a g reat task ahead of him in lighting the 
flam e, which we surmise is really the purpose 
of his current criticism.

remember that we rushed to 
our Central and South American neighbors at 
the outset of World War II. We needed them 
desperately .

Well, momentarily we do not need them and 
our good intentions hav e been forgotten. It still 
remains a fact that that part of the continent 
holds v ast resources fgr the future and contains 
people alway s ready to ex change friendship and 
support in return for help in arriv ing at a 
better way of life. We must remember that we 
will need great allies as bad'y 100 y ears from 
now as today . It is time to start making a few 
of them south of us.

WASHINGTON—One of the GOP 
campaign pledg es oounded on prior 
to Nov . 6 was aid for sm all busi­ 
ness. President Eisenhower prom­ 
ised at Lex ington, Ky ., on Oct. 1: 
“ I shall call for further help to 
sm all business with some dozen 
specific recommendations for ac­ 
tion, including special tax m eas­ 
ures.” He also said on Oct. 22 
that he “ planned to ask Congress 
to g iv e sm all businessmen about 
$600,000,000 in tax relief.” 
Last week, howev er, Republicans 
lined up almost solid against an 
amendment to the tax bill by Sen. 
William Fulbright of Arkansas g iv ­ 
ing 8 per cent tax relief to sm all 
business netting up to $25,000. The 
final v ote was 52 to 33 against the 
amendment. 
After the v ote, GOP Sen. Alex 
Smith (N. J .) rushed ov er to Ful- 
briglit to apologize for his v ote. 
“ Billy boy ,” Smith said, “ y ou 
know

with 
y ou, 
but 
I 
couldn’t go along. I just had a call 
from the White House asking me 
to v ote against the amendment as 
a personal fav or. I couldn’t re­ 
fuse.”

Republican Senator Case (S. D .), 
the man w h o courageously ex ­ 
posed the scandalous lobby ing prac­ 
tices of the oil companies on the 
natural gas bill, was one of the 
few 
Republicans 
who 
stuck 
by 
their promises a n d 
conv ictions. 
When be v oted in fav or of small 
business, howev er, he was quick­ 
ly surrounded by Republican col­ 
leagues 
who 
demanded 
that he 
change his v ote. Case shouted in 
reply loud enough for many to 
hear:

Another of the few Republican 
senators v oting for sm all business 
tax relief was J oe McCarthy of 
Wisconsin.

zoning, w i t h* 
out asking for 
introduction of 
ordinances 
on 
the 
changes. 
Generally , 
an 
ordinance is ordered prepared and 
the subject is disposed of on third 
and final reading of the ordinance. 
It cannot be remembered when 
tins practice has not been followed, 
with tlie ex ception of last Monday ’s 
action. It is a practice, howev er, 
which makes good sense. 
When the Council knows it does 
not intend to make a proposed 
chang e and that hearings on the 
subject would make no difference, 
it is a waste of much time to fool 
with an ordinance, There is the 
work of preparing the ordinance 
by the leg al department and this 
often inv olv es the securing of in­ 
formation from other departments. 
Then the ordinance must be read 
at each of three Council m eeting s, 
drawing out the time of the m eet­ 
ing s, and must be recorded in the 
minutes of those m eetings. This 
m eans additional work for the city 
clerk’s office. 
Thirdly , ordinances must 
then 
be made a part of the city ’s per­ 
manent record, more time spent, 
and v aluable space used. 
All this 
is fine under normal circum stances 
and is the best method y et de­ 
v ised for the city ’s enactment of 
laws. It IS wasteful, howev er, and 


useless to go through that pro­ 
cedure 
when 
the 
conclusion 
is 
known in adv ance to be adv erse 
to the proposition being adv ocated. 


It would seem that ev en m em­ 
bers 
of the 
Council 
them selv es 
would much prefer to cut down the 
number of ordinances. This would 
also do away with many long and 
useless public hearings. 


The disposal of more business 
without the use of ordinances will 
be looked forward to.

The proposed rev ised city char­ 
ter may be in the lap of the City 
Council on Monday . 


The 
document 
represents 
the 
work of 15 well-informed citizens 
ov er a long period of time. With 
Ihe time and effort spend on their 
task, the Charter Rev ision Com­ 
mittee d e s e r v e a tremendous 
thanks. They hav e giv en unselfishly 
of their time and ev ery member 
has stood at all times behind the 
principles he felt would prov ide 
the strongest foundation for the 
city ’s gov ernment. 


This much is owed the commit­ 
tee, and it is not said with the 
thought that it would not otherwise 
be prov ided conscientious consider­ 
ation of the new charter by Ihe 
Council. As the v oters will hav e to 
do if the charter is to be approv ed, 
the Council should not be too de­ 
tailed in its analy sis of that which 
is presented to them. 
If faults are to be sought out, 
they will

But J esus curbed their spirit of 
retaliation. He told them: 
“ The Son of man is not come to 
destroy m en’s liv es, but to sav e 
them .” 
Instead 
of

tumult, as well as further resist­ 
ance to His me.'tsage, J esus went 
to another v illage. 
J am es, along with J ohn the Be­ 
lov ed,

to the 
Garden of Gethsemane of the night 
of agony before the Crucifix ion. 
He was 
also a witness to the 
Transfiguration and, later, to the 
Ascension. 
According 
to 
Scripture 
(.Acts 
XII: 1,2), J am es was arrested on 
orders from King Herod Agrippa 
shortly before Passov er in the y ear 
44. and was beheaded. 
Secular history tells us that the 
accuser of J am es, who had brought 
him before the judges who con­ 
demned him was so deeply im ­ 
pressed by the apostle’s faith and 
constancy , ev en urnier torture, that

Urb an Ren ewal

To the editor o f The Lincoln Star; 
On my own, I should like to com­ 
ment on the subject of urban re­ 
newal, as concerned in LB 431 now 
before the Legislature. 
What is urban renewal? It is, in 
b.rief, the process of buy ing up run­ 
down, obsolete property in the old, 
dilapidated parts of a city and 
selling it for new uses — suitable 
business or industry , httle parks 
or civ ic centers, housing, mostly 
in the form of apartments, some 
adapted to low rent, some owned 
by co-operativ es. In nearly ev ery 
case, pav ing, water, sewerage fa­ 
cilities, etc., are already there. 
It is being discov ered that many 
older people would like to liv e in 
the center of a city rather than 
in the suburbs, if conditions were 
fit. 
Say s a noted 
“ civ ic leader 
and builder of democracy ” : “ We 
must prov ide liv ing inside the city 
which is comparable in cleanliness 


and 
spaciousness with 
suburban 
liv in g .’ 
Whole areas need not be inv olv ed 
in 
the 
transaction. 
Palatial 
old 
buildings that are landmarks in 
the community , or the “ ancestral 
home oP an aged couple” can be 
left out to await the natural course 
of ev ents. 
The 
whole 
matter 
is 
hedged 
about with numerous safeguards. 
It can nev er get far away from 
the elected city council, especial­ 
ly mindful of public opinion and 
hav ing humanitarian instincts; ne­ 
gotiation with property owners is 
the first and foremost resort rather 
than condemnation; 
ample prov i­ 
sion must be made few rekx ation 
of families, if displaced. 
Will It cost the tax pay er more 
money directly 
(or iniiirectly if 
the federal gov ernment should con­ 
tribute?) The answer is the other 
way around. The city incurs no 
debt, bonded or otherwise. The new 
uses of the property will be produc­ 
tiv e of far more rev enue than the 
rundown properties are now con­ 
tributing. 
If one is to be objectiv e and 
truthful, he would hav e to say the 
greatest s(x irce of opposition in the 
nation at large com es from owners 
of property which now has a low 
v aluation for tax ation purposes, but 
a disproportionately high rate of 
income on the inv estment — in 
otlier wor(is, sm all landlords. 
As is 
usual 
in such 
matters, 
there may be some indiv iduals mo­ 
tiv ated by religious or humanitar­ 
ian feelings who lose sight of the 
long-range benefits to the tenants 
for whom they assume to speak.

W hat Can Be Done?— A Ticklish Question 
'Peace Navy' May Refuse To Leave H-Test Area

In the long run it could affect 
ev ery other nation seeking to test 
a Hy drogen bomb at sea or in an 
island area—including the United 
States. 
The question is: 
What can the bomb testers do if 
demonstrators refuse to leav e the 
danger area after being warned 
away ? 
Answer: Nothing 


From inquiries at the British 
Foreign Office and among Western 
nav al circles, the answer appears 
to be: Nothing. 
The testers could go ahead and 
be free of responsibility if the 
demonstrators 
are 
killed. 
But, 
from a legal v iewpoint, they could 
not compel the demonstrators to 
leav e so long as they remained 
clear of the 3*mile to 12-mile ter­ 
ritorial limits. 
The danger zone declared for 
Britain’s tests this spring ex tends 
for nearly 1,000 miles in each di­ 
rection from Christmas Island. 
The J apanese 
seamen’s union 
has opposed the “ peace nav y ” pian 
as not in the interests of peace. 
Prime 
Minister 
Nobusuke 
Kishi 
called it inapproppriate. 
Nev ertheless, the plan has been 
approv ed at two rallies attended by 
thousands of J apanese. In England, 
a retired poultry farmer and his

What Will Britain Do? 
Asked what course Britain will 
take jf the ex pedition materializes, 
a foreign office spokesman said:
